May Buy Site for Junior 
High on Hastings Ranch 


The tree competitive market upon which the American 
economy was built has been re-established overnight.

, The plans call for the pur- 
cha.se of a .site for a new Junior 
High at the northwest corner of 
the south half of the Hastings 
Ranch, at the comer of Mlchll- 
linda and Sierra Madre Blvd., 
south of the P. E. tracks. 

Three propositions will be on 
the ballot, including: 

1. Raise the tax rate from $1.10 
to $1.2.5 on each $100 of assessed 
valuation to provide for rising 
costs of operation, increased 
teachers’ .salaries, wages, etc. 

2. Issue bonds In the sum of 
$1,800,000 In the High School dis¬ 
trict to finance a 10-year building 
program for new Junior high 
buildings in I..a Canada, Temple 
City, etc. 

3. Is.sue $1,200,000 In bonds for 
additional buildings and facilities 
for Pa.sadena .Junior College and 
.John Muir Junior College.

easy to cook, but require different 
handling from fresh foods. 

The staff members of the General 
Electric Consumers Institute have had 
considerable experience in testing the 
correct methods, not only of freezing 
foods, but of cooking them for best 
results. 

"Quick-Caok" Vegatablas 

During the preparation for freezing, 
vegetables are blanched in boiling 
water or steamed for a few minutes, 
which means they are partially cooked 
yet they are not cooked nearly as long 
as during the canning process. So it is 
necessary to "quick-cook” them before 
serving. Frozen vegetables are packed 
either in solid bricks or loosely in the 
containers. In cooking both types, the 
object is to bring the product to the 
boiling point as rapidly as possible in 
order to preserve vitamins, flavor and 
color. 

Corn-On-The-Cob 

It is NOT necessary to thaw frozen 
vegeubles before cooking. But there 
is an exception—com on the cob. It 
should always he thawed, otherwise 
the corn will be overcooked before 
the heat has fully penetrated the center 
of the cob. 

Cooking Method 

Here’s a simple cookin.e method for 
frozen vegetables and a timing chart 
that saves lime and prevents tl>e loss 
of flavor and vitamins: 

1. Place the vegeubles in a pan w ' 
a small amount of water (for e! 
uic ranges cup is suffideni). 

2. Turn switch to high heat. 

3. When steaming vigorously (o' 
about five minutes) break u'v 
vegeuble with a fork to hast^o 
complete thawing and cook.

After viewing the baronial 
splendors of Warwick Castle, we 
drove out again through the long, 
deep arc of the causeway into 
the village street which extended 
along one side of the castle 
grounds. The fourth house down 
this street was a modest, two- 
story structure of square-cut 
ston, somewhat newer in appear¬ 
ance than its neighbors. This, 
our guide informed us, was the 
present residence of the Earl and 
Countess of Warwick. The castle 
itself was now tenanted, he said, 
by "a Chicago millionaire”, a Mr, 
Marsh and his wife, who had 
rented it for the past thirteen 
years, and who received the two 
shillings admission fee which 
every sightseer paid, a large 
number each day during the tour¬ 
ist season, as a small part of 
the expense of keeping up the 
castle and grounds, including the 
wages of probably a hundred or 
more workers. 

This was another of the in¬ 
creasing instances of the New 
World moving in upon the Old
